The 
banks surrendering this 25 per cent, 
will not, however, suffer a reduction In 
their supply of currenc.v, for they will 
bo entitled to receive the par value of 
the certltlciites purchased in tho new 
bank circulation. To make tills trans- 
action Immediately effective, tho treas- 
nrv will retain the cerlillcates purchas- 
ed bv eacii bank, if it desires that they 
be depo.silcd with the United States 
treasury us security for circulation, 
and wlil ship the notes ul once. 

J. Plerpont .Morgan and Ceorge V.

"The parlor dance" was the subject 
taken up by Messrs. Crossley and 
Hunter, the evangelists, at last night's 
revival meeting in tlie .Metroiiolltiiii 
church, the devutues of terpsicliore 
bdihg ■given; U thorough scorching by 
tiie speakers, who denouneed the 
pastime as extn-mely harmful lo the 
life of any iiallon. The meeting was 
one of the largest yet held by the 
evangelists, and the rtuuarks oJ the 
speakers ere listened to with rapt at- 
teiitioii. 'I'lie reverend geiilb-meii 
treated the subject- without gloves, 
dealing with It not frmu the stund- 
liolnt of Impurity but of impropriety. 

The procei-dings opened Nwlth tho 
usual pravi-r and :ioiig. The Cholr reii- 
ih^red stveial hviniis 'and jMr. t.'ross- 
lev .sang "I'earlv Gates and Ooldeu." 
.Mr. Hunter read several requests for 
jirayer and feelingly rendered to the | 
sudden death ot Mr. O'Kell who had | 
been in atteiidaiice at the iiu-ctliig the I 
pn-vious evening. Kev. .Mr. Adams i 
led llie eoiigrcgalion ill pra.vi-r. .\n 
apiH-al was made for a spcc-ial thank 
olfering on behalf of the evangelists , 
l(. reeonuii-nse Iheiu for their services, 
envelopes being ilistributed for the 
purpose. 

.Mr. Hunter spoke lirsl. He said 
there wi-re some who regarded tiiem- 
sidve.s as Chrisliaus and still liked lo 
dance. He called them hypocrites. 
They were well known to his auditors, 
ho said. There was Mrs. Fovmallty. 
:\IlsK (.iuess So, Mr. and Mrs. Last 
Experience, Mr. Worldly Policy, Miss 
Compromise and Miss Flirt. He gave 
live "D'a" why those jiresent should 
not dance. The first was the dust 
which \vaH engendered thereby and 
which was a liad thing for aiiybudy's 
heallh. Then there was debt. To buy 
ball and dance- dresses iieoiilo spent 
iiione\- extravagently. living beyond 
their iiu-ans. 'I'he exiiendllure in this 
mamu-r compelled them to l!ee;> their 
nose to the grindstone. Tlie third rea- 
ron was drink, the appetite for which 
wo oX(Ue(i by dancing. The fourtli 
reason was tho devil who lurked in 
th-- i-a.-timo and tlie fifth was the 
d.m-.'v; itself. The speaker gave some 
ten reasons which a girl gave him why 
.she did not desire to dance Among 
these were that it v;ould lead to late 
hours, unfit her for work, bring her 
Into close contact or a pernicious nat- 
ure wltli the other se.\, and permit men 
too much freedom. 

Quoting from tho bible .Mr. Hunter 
showed that while the dunce was men- 
tioned there and men and women were 
reported as dancing in honor of God, 
yet not a single instam.-e could he 
(Umted where men and women danced 
together. 

"Vou must come down to modern 
davs lo liiid where the sexes danced 
together," said hi,-. "David danced he- 
fore the- Lord, but the modern iiiaii 
and woman dances beton; the devil." 

The keeping of Lent and the es- 
(dipwing of dances b.\- society during 
that period was taken up by iMr. 
Hunter, who declared .It .'was . wrong 
to dance then, it was-. wrongpitp "dance 
the rest of the year,. He hoped that 
Lent would be itept all the year, un- 
der the circumstances. If it wasu t 
he advLsed his auditors that they had 
bettor begin to pray that they might 
die 'in Lent. els,> the devil would get 
them. Drink and dauidiig went hand 
In hand, he declared, anil asked tlu- 
glrls whether they had been swinging 
their voiing men early in llie evening 
at a dam-e round and round in the 
niaiy.e ihey had ever noticed that later 
t^liey were swinging round ii beer ke.g. 
"Xever give your hsnd to a man who 
tampers %vlth strong drink," was his 
advice to the girls. 

JMr. Hunter strongly denouneed the 
modern dancing: school, "God have 
inerey on atiy motlu-r who sends her 
daughter to one of these schools. t 
wouldn't give a featlu-r for the moth- 
ers who send their daughters to these 
schools. It is a pi'y that God ever 
gave such a mother a daughter." 

Ileferring to the d.un-e ol' Ilerodi.uis 
liefore Iler.id. .Mr. Hunter showed how 
.lohn the Baptist had lost his lu-ad 
by reason of tin- dance, "kiinwlng thi.-;" 
said the spe;ik(-r. "Any of you \-, lio 
are Haptis;.-; who are not oppos(-d to 
111,- dance are a disgrace lo yom- 
church." 

Ml-. Iluiiter wounil up his discourse 
with a number of reasons why lii.s 
hearer.-j' should not dance. He ud- 
vised them to do nothing that would 
injure tlieir health. Involve needi.ess 
expenditure, result in sin, lead Into 
bad company, cause others to stumble, 
and deaden spiritual life, i 

Mr. Crossley began, with a song. 
He then admitted that he used to dance 
iH.t gave it up when he gave up the 
kissing games. He. did not Intend to 
speak of balls but of the parlor dances, 
asked to | Some respectable people and mem- 
bora pf the church while frowning on 
balls did not, see any harm In the par- 
lor dance, and he undertook to correct 
them. Ho asked a number of ques- 
tions and undertook to answer them 
himself. 

First was the question: "\oung jico- 
ple ought to liave recroation." lb- 
could not sei' any recn-atioii in dancing 
and advisi-d his bean-i-s to look in the 
glass next morning and see if llie.v- 
didn't look like victims of pli.\sical 
mental and moral dissiiial ion. Then 
came the suggestion that it was bet- 
ter to dance lliaii do worse-, such as 
slander one's nelghbois or indulge in 
kissing games, but -Mr. I'rossl.-y point - 
out tliat It was not necessar.v to do 
either of lliesi-. 

Dancing was said to bo an aci-oin- 
plishment hut .Mr. erossle>' could not 
see it. He generally found that those 
w ho w'-ri- liglilest in their head were 
Ki>iierall\- lightest in their heels, too. 
It was not ncoBsary to pass in society 
to know how to dance,,-. Anyway, the 
sp(-aker advised the ladles, . men ' who 
were seeking partners for. life do not 
go to dances for them. To , the" "plea 
that "I'he people where. I visit dance, 
and if I don't dance, what will I do'.'" 
Mr. Cro>sley advised the larlles to 
show Independence by not dancing. As 
to the por.son who said ",\ly conscience 
does not condemn me for dancing, " Mr. 
Crossley replied "So niuc-li tlie worse 
fijr you." Another would s:iy, "if I 
ne't-er do anything worse than dance 
I win be all riglit," while still atuulier 
would remark "Why, if i don't dance 
1 will be i-oiisideied narrow" to both 
of whom .Ml'- Ci'o.ssley .replied brief- 
Iv but to the point.

Both Sides Claim to Have Been

Yesterday tho Charmer's offlcer.3 
were heard concerning tho collision 
between their vessel' and the Tartar 
October 17, lest, ;uid tho version dif- 
fered wideiv from tliat of the ollicer.-: of 
the latter vessel, .Mr. Rodwell in open- 
ing tiie case for i.'a])t. \Vliileley, of the 
Charmer said thai, as tlieie was no 
connsi l on tlie oppo.^iiu; side, it was 
onlv fair to Ca])!. Ue-'l and Pilot 
.Jones thai lie should siato what lie in- 
leiuled to prove, which he held wtis 
corroborated by as much of the evi- 
dence given as was worthy of boiler. 
On the question of fact Capt. Wlilto- 
ley and officers of the Charmer would 
differ with the ofilccrs of the Tartar, 
and show lliat the 'I'arlar was from 
1 to 2 or poini.-^ on the starljoard 
bow, and if liad lield her course would 
lia\'e passed without ti'ouble as the 
]"'rineess Victoria liad done when she 
pa.sseil (ui tlie same liii,- ten minutes 
before. Whether probable or likely 
tlepended on which of the changes .jI 
course made at Point Grey by the Tar- 
tar was correct. It the statement that 
the Tartar's course was chania;eil at 
5.20 With Point Grey one and one- 
fourth miles abeam was right, ii.-: 
given in evidence, iier course would be 
to the inside liiu'. and as t.'apl. .Tones, 
pilot, statei!, he bad to gel tdose to 
tlie iigiitship at the Sandlieads to get 
a deiiarture. IIa\inK line ueatln-r 
then he had run close ami cut it line. 

If, as Chief Dllicer Davies stated, lie 
came around I^olnt Grey at 5:20, and 
chaiuAvd bin 'course.- then; -he would 
bo in.-ilde the Charmer's course. Cdpt. 
•Jones ran down this course in the fog 
until he heard the Ciiarmer's whi.stle 
and his theory was that In- must get 
outside the Charmer. He had done tlio 
same thing when lie met the Cbarmcr 
with the 'i'ltan sonii^ days helore. When 
lie heard the two ldasi.> IjIowu l>y the 
Charmer to go starhoard. he replied 
with one lilast. Iliinliing to ecjuipel tlie 
Charnuu- to coriie inside, and kept go- 
ing to port. If he had kept on liis 
course nothing v;ould have hapiiened. 
i\lr. Bodwell uroduocd a number of 
diagrams which ho said had been cai e- 
fullyworked out and witnesses w(uild 
be called to prove thorn. Tliey wmild 
show, too, that the collisiioi could not 
liave occurreil if the Tariar was wiiere 
her nllicers claimed slir >\a.-i. Capt. 
.Tones, jiilot, ohjected to .Mr. Rodwell 
slating lhal lie had forced the ( 'hann- 
er out of lier course to a\oid I'olliok'll 
When he was navigating tile 'I'itwn. He 
said he had done no suchtthingtj). 

Mr. Bodwell . said ho would! produce 
evidence on that point. ••■ ' 

.Air. Justice Martin suggested that 
he would havo pleasure In seeing Capt. 
Reed and Pilot Jones represented liy 
counsel. The pilot stated that his un- 
derstanding was that In board of 
trade investigations affecting certlli- 
cates it was not usual to have counsel. 
No counsel was retained, though, for 
tho Tartar's ofUcers. 

Cap^. Davies Continues 

The case for tlte Tartar was closed 
v-e.-itcrday morning when Capt. Davies, 
chief oftlcer, continuing his evidence, 
gavi: minutely tho times at wiiich the 
courses of tho Tartar were changed.

Third Officer Winter 

R. Winter, third oliiccr o\' tiie 'far-

ing S. ,22 W. At 5:07 Point Grey buoy 
was one mile abeam. At ij:-.", the 
course was altered S li W; tlien tit 
5:29 steered S 20 E. He heard a 
steamer's whistle ahead at 5:45. At 
5:50 he gave one prolonged blast with 
the whistle and at about 5:51 another 
blast. Al 5:62 the engine.? were 
"stooil )iy," and another blast given. 
The sleamer was in a. mist previous to 
entering tin- fog. At llie cuijines 

wer(- .flowed. lb- heard one sliort 
bljisl nearly aiiead and imiueiliately 
answered with one .sITort blast and 
ported the helm one point. .Vgain one 
short blast on port bow was 
lieard and was similarly answer- 
ed Immediately. At 5:45 two 
.short blasts ware heard on port bow, 
and tlio engine.-! stopped. The Tariar 
replied with one silorl blast. Again 
ill a few seconds, two short blasts were 
heard on the port how. lo which we 
again replied with one .^liort blast. At 
he saw a sleame-r lliri.-e iiohits 
on the porl liow coming rroiii t!ie fog. 
'I"hi- Tartar's engim-.s were imi full 
Sliced astern, .■uiil the licliu haril-a- 
porl. At ."i:,")!) tho (.TKirnier crashed 
Into tlie Tartar's port bow. Tho cap- 
tain then ordered witness, to help clear 
away the floats. Before he wont he 
rang by the telegraph ' to have tlie 
Avatevtighl; bulkhead doors 'closed. The 
Charmer was a cable And half away 
when 'She came from tii^. tog. 

To Mr. Bodwell Mr, Wintfer said he 
had made a memoranda of the times 
mentioned on a piece of pniier, he had 
lost that pajier. if tlieii- v.'as ,-iny 
difference in tlie times iiienlioned in 
the report made lo Ij. 1-;. Rrowii his 
evidence was the more correct, as I he 
report was not under ontli.

Quartermaster's Evidence 

Quartermaster JUiiligaii, wlio had 
tlie wheel of the Tartar said he had 
not steered by comiiass, having bd'U 
given a coursi> set to a mountain ])eak 
sliowliig above tlie mist by the jiilot. 
11 was a bit fogjty, and when the 
inount.'iiii iieal{ c(uihl not be seen, he 
continued to steer .S. 20 AV. until the 
vessel entered tho fog. He heard a 
steamer's whistle ahead before the 
fog w;is entered. Part of the time the 
Tartar's whistle was blowing. Tho 
pilot had given him tho order "little 
more port," then "hard-a-port." 

To i\Ir. Rodwell witness said tlie 
steiunor wa.s hearli'd S. liy U". U W. 
at the time of collision, .'iml S..S.W. 
afterward, lie liad not dlKcussed the 
evidence he was going to give, al- 
though he liad spoken with a friend 
of the occurrence. 

Pilot Jones — "The learned counsel 



lias cast an insinuation that you have 
talked iiiul made up your story. You 
know I was on board for tl days after 
the collision. Diil I talk with yovr or 
dlncuss tlie case wiHi you"'' 

"No," all you said was "good morn- 
ing." 

Pilot Jones — "The Insinuation that 
you have not "given straight informa- 
tion as a decent seaman ought to is 
Ihcorrccf '?"

■• ■'Tb, Mr. ■Justice -Martin, witness told 
of tlie" Whistles lieard previous to the 
collision' similarly to previous witness 
and of 'liow he bad kept the helm 
liard-a-port at tlie time of the collis- 
ion.

when tlie Ciiarnicr oinerged from the 
fog, witness said only ilio one he mada 
himself, "Slie can't miss us." 

Chief lii'nginocr ,Tohn Gould, said 
there was a discrepancy of two min- 
utes between the onglucroom ' and 
bridge clocks. When ho heard tho 
slow belV'at 5.50 lie went to the en- 
gine room. He read from tlie fourth 
i-nglneer's scrtip log; ri.nl slow ahead; 
ri.ri:.', slop; .'efiu', full astern, ,-it ri.,"i'l the 
collision occurred, 'i'lie engine room 
clock was two minutes slower tlian 
the bridge clock,'' , ; ; ■ , 

To Capt. Reed ho said the proiicllcr 
made 0-1 , revolutions to the inhuitc at 
full Sliced, ot) at slow, worked out es- 
timating III.S I, or cent ship full speed 
gave 11 knots ami slow C, knots. 'I'he 
Tariar ran slow for a minute, and 
wolllii stop Iier eeiil of i; knot:; .-it 
the end of a iniiiuto. Cluing full speed 
astern slic was opened right out, and 
probablv he doing 58 or 59 revolutions. 
Tho effect of going astern one min- 
ute, carefully worked out on the basis 
that tho steamer was traveling ti 
knots a minute.

('.apt. WbitelcN'. In coinniaiid of the 
I Channel-, loid; tiie stand ,-ii the le- 
' sumption of riroc-edin.gs .\esterda..v af- 
1 tei'iiooii, and as in tlie morning tliose 
resp<insilii<' for I in- steamer I'artar 
wi-re not reiireseiilcd by counsel. 
Tli' v wi-re not, however, as much 
lianilieapped as might have lieen ex- 
pei'l'il, as ".'apt. lieed cross examined 
in a way llial would liave dtme credit, 
to (>xi)(-rienced cminsel. 

In response to questions from his 
counsel, 1-;. V. Bodwell, K.C., Capt. 
Wbltelo' said that ho and Mr. Tay- 
lor, the lirst olllcer, wore on the 
bildge at llie time, and that those 
who wore in a . position , to see what 
happened at the timo of the accident 
included also tho pilot, second' mate, 
I the two quartcrmasterB and the look 
; out. There was fine weather till they 
got to Active pass. .Tho witness had 
been taking a nap but was .aroused 
by a loud blast from the whistle. He 
ciime on -deck and as they approached 
Mary Ann poJnt ho saw tliey wore 
running into a fog banlt. He con- 
tinued: 

"W e got a good departure- from Gos- 
sei icof lighthouse at' 4.34 p.m. I set 
m.v course N'W by N%N, allowing ''a 
quarter point for leeway owing to the 
cnb tide.' The tide was about half ebb 
and we entered the fog bank about 
that time. Wo ran on that course 
for an hour and ten minutes. Mean- 
while I hoard a whistle from what I 
Judged to be tho Princess Victoria one 
point on our starboard bow, iind then 
starboarded the helm half a point lii 
(,rder to give her lots of room. ,-\fter- 
wai'ds I ctLinc back on our course. 
Whe'ii we entered tlie fog 1 blew the 
reguliir fog whi.stlo. In a fog like that 
wo blow blasts from thr<.e m four sec- 
onds each tiboiit 20 seconds apart. 
This is a jierl'ectly well understood 
ctistoiii im tho coast. Tiio Princess 
Victoria was blowing aliout every half 
iniiiut(-. i did not .-^ee the light on 
the S.-iiidliead liglll liiiuse, but heard the 
licll right .-ilic'im at ri.-M. Tlii-ri-iipon 
I cliaiigi'il our coiii-.sc and I heard liie 
v.iiistle of I he othi'r sl'-uiuer aboul ten 
niiiiiitoH after, about on,- and n half 
to two jioints on our starboard bow. 

"Wo were two mlies past tlie l-'raser 
river, and I liad .just blown the fog 
sii;ual wiieu I iietird the whiHtle, and 
I saw it must lie from a ship either 
coining in or going out. I blew two 
short lil.-ists, told the quarlerinaster 
lo starboard her one point and slowed 
down the engines." ,1 'then started in 
blowing throe to our second - blasts 
every ten seconds, put I' heard no other 
whlstle"tin hiklf^a iTrfhiite or'a minute 
before the cdllti^fo'nK^ Then I heard a 
whistle ' arid 'dlmo'st' at the same mo- 
ment saw tKeV-Tttrtar' 'Coming out of 
the fog. She wiis then 6 polnt.s on our 
starboiird bow and was NE by N from 
ii.'?. When I lirst cauglil siglit of her 
1 could see between her fore and main 
iiiasls aiui site was swinging r.'ii)idl\- 
on a port hclin. Directly I s;iw her 
1 rang the engines full speed astern. 
The engineer responded ;it once, but 
the Tartar was swinging and kept

Ilei-e the witness tooli' two .small 
model ships and showed liou in his 
recollection the boats L-ollided. He 
uddeti that tlie C;harmer's engines had 
biMfii going slow foi' two minutes ami 
aslorii for one when the collision oc- 
curred. His lioat was going about 
live or six miles an hour when they 
came together, and he thought the 
Tartar was going just a.s fast, saying 
siio was out of sight in half a min- 
ute. The Charmer is from 700 to 800 
tons burthen with engines rated at 
1,200 horse power. 

Blames the Tartar 

Continuing, ('apt. \\'liitcley said that 
if the Tartar had given anotlier signal 
10 or la seconds al'ti-r the lirst, so that 
tliev could have known u'hi're she 
wa.s, he could Imvc put his- helm hard 
a starboard and run away from her. 
As it was he only starboarded one 
point, iind he did that to give the un- 
Iciiowu vessel more room. If the Tar- 
tar liail held on her original course 
nothing would have occurred. .' H the 
Tartar had .answered the" Whittles , as 
alleged he coulrf not posdibly have 
missed them. Both he and- the, pilot 
had their heads out listening. He Jjlew 
whistles ten seconds apart from' the 
time ho slowed down till they were 
about to come together, and no .Men- 
faring man could have mistaken them 
for short blasts. 

After the coUl.ilon he blew dl.stress 
whl.-^tlcs and heard no response from 
the Tartar, altlKUigh some -if the crew 
1 bought tiiey liearfl .-oinethlng. lie 
did not know the Tartar was (lam- 
aged below the water line, iiiid 
I bought the iiassengers would feel 
,ifer on a hirger shii). 

Two cliartri were then produced. On 
one of tficje Captain Whltelcy 'said 
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the ('harmcr's course wa.-; correi-ll\- 
depU-teil, the- ealeiii.itions having been 
made b\- .Mr. .Mer-caiider. and on tlie 
other tile Tartar's coiir.ic as given \iy 
t'.-iptalu lleeil was drawn in red. 

In the cross-e.xaminatlon by Capt. 
Reed tiiere was a great deal of fenc- 
ing between the two captains. .The 
Charmer's course was taken and cal- 
culated In an apparent attempt to 
;Show that It would not lead to where 
it was supposed to lead to. And after 
.securing admissions pointing to a cer- 
tain conclusion, the witness frequent- 
ly declined to admit the conclusion or 
to' e.vplaln -It away. The general drift 
of the questions, vseemed to be an ef- 
fort to show that, the • circum.^tances 
Were such that itiwaa Impos.^ible for 
Capt. Whitoley to' really substantiate 
his bellef.s. ■ - 

Capt. Whileley stated to Capt. Reed 
that he had entered his course as 
NWxN',4N, but had steered. NWxN to 
allow for the tide, and It was agreed 
that allowing for magnetic variation, 
thtit meant a true cour.^e of N 7,30 W, 
with the lighthouse right astern, which 
would take the .-ihlp 1 1 -0 nilk's ,irf 
boll buoy. He met tlie Victoria a 
little K'^uth of the buoy and .s'tar- 
boardcdi the helm half a point for 
about four minutes; which, he 
thought, would take liliii about a cable 
(liOO feet) olf his course, .\ceordhig 
to tUo. course as traced b,\' Capt. Heed, 
the witness acknowledged that tliut 
brought him about a mile and two 
cables off (he buoy, which would :n 
turn bring this ship a mile and a quar- 



ter about from the light-:lilp, wh(31'e 
.-he went on In-r in'-Xl l oiirse. 

Atmosplieric Conditions. 
Here ensued an argument rather 
than !i cross-oxnniinatlon about the 
effiet of atniosphorlc conditions on 
the disiance at which fog signals 
could be heard. The witness admitted 
tluit such cimditions inado a difference 
and Cajit. Kced iiuinired of Capt. 
jWlilteley how, as lie adiniltodly only 
heard llie bell of the lightship, ho 
kiunv, how far lie was fr.mi it. The 
ciiarmer's ciiplain, however, lli.iistcd 
tlial he knew, basing his belief on his 
knowI(>(lg<! from niaklng tho same run 
day tifter day. lie was quite sure that 
he was one and a quarter miles frimi 
the llght.-dilp wlu'ii lie laid hi.-; fre.^'h 
course, altlioiigli he adiiiittod he had 
been steaming then thirteen and a 
half miles at full -apeed through tho 
fog.

. . HURTING .CANADA, 

"". Ori one or two' occasions the.. Coion- 

:lst has spoken out plainly < about 
what it regards as the very objecttbn- 
ablo practice of Canadian religious 
bodies appealing to the English peo 
pie for assistance. We have said that 
this rich country ought to be able to 
pay for what spiritual assistance Its 
people require. It may bo necessary 
to .send to England for niis.sioiiarics, 
but it ougnt not to be necessary to 
send there for money to pay them. A 
recent London despatch quotes a 
prominent British iiublic man as say- 
ing: "AN'hy do not your prosperous 
Canadians look after your own mis- 
sionttrles and Indians, and pay for 

•your own religious agencies, without 
. ';.;.sending your parsons begging to a 
'^■'country lllie this that, God knows, has 
poor people and slums enougli of her 

' own'.'" The correspondont^adds; ■• 
The average Englishman Knows ; no 
more of Canadian conditions than tho 
average Canadian.' knpws/pf English 
eondltlons. Aftfer Itsterilng to these 
olergynien's tales of terrible Isolation, 
tho Arctic frlglditjr" and .sernl-atniTa- 
lioh, set out to' lure -iponey" from 'the 
soft-hearted rellgious-mlnded people, 
tho average English audience Is only 
too apt to associate It all with tho land 
which Canada is now striving at great 
expense to Induce Englishmen and wo- 
men to settle on. 

Canada is thus repeatedly placed In a 
most undignilled, even contemptible 
pdisltion. Canadian Government emi- 
gration workers hero admit that the 
'v'^offeot Is most harmful to Canada's 
best Interests. As one of them said u<- 
day: "Every self-respecting Cana- 
(llarfmuflt'be ashamed to sec tliese per- 
petual- prejehtatlons of Canada before 
British audiences as too poor, or too 
mean to carry out her own rellglou.H 
missionary work. W^hat Canadians 
themselves will not pay for, they may 
well do without. These appeals to 
Englishmen should he stopped, and at 
once."

SUNDAY ^OBSERVANCE 

Tlie Executive of tho British Colum- 
bia branch of the Lord's Day Alliance 
recommend that "the Alllunce contimio 
vigorously ; to prosecute it.? work of 
educatlonljffa,'tOf:the nature of the Sab- 
bath, its obligations and blessings and 
the iilace of kiw in the effort to pre- 
serve our national rest day.^' We dn 
not proposfi to cf itlci'ip the phijascology 
of this rgp^'n>me.i(idatfi§jn,fbut congratu- 
late the Executive iipoh the view ex- 
pressed therein. ' A ndlional re.it day 
is an Institution of tlie greatest vtiliie, 
and its influence upon the life of tho 
nation will be,i the '^ greater the more It 
is regarded and also tlie more it Is 
oljserved as something else than a 
mere rest day. However, we must not 
expect too mupli of the Alliance, which 
has not exhibited .the courage of Us 
convictions aa strikingly as It ought 
perhaps to h.ave done. AVo venture to 
think that tin.' Alliance really liolds 
that a part of every Sunday ought to 
be devoted to religious- training and 
instruction In thb.se things, "which 
make for righteousness," but it seemt! 
vor.'.- loth to say so. It puts its ea:ii- 
paign for Sunday observance almost 
exclusively upon the ground that the 
community needs a day of rest. We 
all l<now that a change nf oceiiiiatlori 
is often the best kind of rest, and if 
rest Is the only object of .Sunday ob- 
servance, it would seem to be a part 
of- wisdom for the Alliance to labor to 
secure th<i su-sjiension of ordinary 
avocations on that day, and leave men 
tree to pursue such anuiseincnts as 
'may suit tlielr fancy. But in our 
humble Judgment Sunday ought to bo 
very much more than a day to be. 
spent in idleness or amnsemept. It is 
a day when men ought to endeavor to 
free .themselves' from z.ttentlon to ma- 
terial, things and cultivate tl;o other 
side of their natures. A Sunday of 
rest is a good thing, ljut a Simdu.v 
devoted to a considerable extent to 
moral development is a much better 
thing.

There 
have been Important Ucvelopnients 
lately owlns to the discovery of tjie 
papers aiul correspondenee of .sumo of 
the Japanese linnilgratlou eoiiipanies. 
We are t'ettlUK- . tliero to the lieart of 
the thliiK, and ;;ettiiiy it in blaek and 
white. TlH.' iiajjers iire in Japanese, 
luid thev liave all to be translated, 
which take.s lime, especially as I am. 
hiivint^ all the translations' checked by 
different tr;in slaters. 

"When tliis ia done It will form the 
basis of e.sainii'.alions vi;ider oalli with 
tile re.sult that we oiiflu to get to the 
bottom of the whole thing. So far 
Iherc is no evidence to prove that tile 
big transportation companies were 
directly interested in bringing tho inon 
Into tiie country. Tlity appear to have 
merely ordered supplies of labor from 
the omployrnent agencies without tak- 
ing any steps as to the source of sup- 
ply. 

•While hero I Intend to ask Dr. 
•Mllno regarding his observations, and 
I may call one or two Japanese 
also wish to complete some InquirLes 
Into tlic Ilindu.s. Some of thcni came 
over on tho same slilp with me. 

'One feels very sorry for some ot 
them. One of them tcdd mc that he I 
had mortgaged his farm iit eighteen I 
per cent, interest In order to come liere, i 
and now was being turned back. When 
1 a.sked him what he would do about i 
liLs farm whoa lie got back, he said 
that the nian who lent the money 
wuuid get tho farin, and that he would 
die. 

"Just as I was leaving I discovered 
that some of the deported Hindus had 
been vlclinilzeU by one of their own 
number, Pan Singh. Pan Singh' Is the 
niati who, )vhen . detafnod by t.h« 
migration authorities at Vahcoliver, got 
a lawyer to sue out a writ of habeas 
corpus for liini, winch will be heard 
ti.-inorrow. Well, it seeni.s that this 
man made each of the hundred or more 
Hmdiss that are being deported, 'give 
him a pound (tliey all have lingll.sli 
ii;une.\-) sa.\-ing- that it wa.i needed for 
presents for the oliieials, wli'i wuuld 
thru let I hem land. When the men 
fi>uud tlu-y wci.' being sunt a:va>- SDnie 
uf tlu-ni i/amc to nie and tuld - their 
st(U-.\ . 1 iui nii'diati.dy Weill d.>wn tn the 
detentiun slie<l and .searelie<l I'an Singh, 
\v\i'>. uf cuurse. declared !iis iinmcence, 
and upon w lmni I eouhl only lind .t; .'>. 
On the wa\- over 1 examined a num- 
ber of the Hindus very closely, and 
the'y all told tlie same story. They 
.'.aid they had each given Pen Singh 
i:t, who must thus have 'collected 
con.slderably over $500, on the under- 
standing that the ofllclals would then 
let tliem in. When they complalnocl 
that they were being sent away aft/)r 
all, Pan SIngli assured them it was all 
right, that they would bo releascid at 
Victoria, and If th«y were not they 
would get tlielr money hack. 

"On arriving here I wired the chief 
of police at V.incou\-er to ai)i)relicn(l 
Pan Singh, an<l If possible lind out 
u'hat he ha.s done with the money. The 
cas<. uill iirol.i.ibly be tried a.i soon as 
I gel back to \'ancouver. 

"1 have h.M-n given to nnderslaiid 
th.it the Knnieric is expected hero to- 
morrow.

Tiie Indian children of 
the mlddlo west, who are being edu- 
cated at ail are taught In boarding 
schools situated on or near the re- 
serves. Tliese schools, of which there 
are -3S, are attended liy 1,739 children, 
while tlie day selioids have COl and 
the eight Industrial schools lini! pupils. 
'I'lie terrible prevalence of consumii- 
lion in these boarding schools is al- 
irlbiited h.v Dr. Brycc to the unsani- 
lar.\- coiidlllous prevailing In the build- 
ings llienisi.'h I'S, and esiieeialiy In the 
shieping looms, and lo the want of 
luiowleilge id' the I;m\ s of lieallli among 
the teachers. \\'lii're the .•iuii.'rintcnd- 
enls of the selioolrf realized the v.tIiui 
of fresh air the children were, eoni- 
ptira lively speaking, well.

Morc .steamers are to be placed in 
the line running between British Co- 
lumbia ports, Puget Sound, San Fran- 
cisco and Chemainus, carrying freight 
to Australian ports, according to ad- 
vices just received. The steamers arc 
to be operated by the Weir Steamship 
Company, and the Howard Smith Com^ 
fiany. Limited, of London, Kngland, 
which owns twenty vessels. At pre- 
sent live steamers are used, managed 
fiom Puget Sound by V. Waterhouse 
& Co. The line, which Is known as the 
Australian mail line, ha.s unide nniil 
contracts with the United States gov- 
ermnint guaranteeing a monthly ser- 
vice from San Francisco, and an olti- 
eial schedule, showing sailing dales 
twenty-eight days apart, has been 
ib.sued b.v the managing agents. 

The Aeon, wliich loft San Francisco 
or, October -ii. carried the largest cargo 
of freight ever sent to Australia from 
America. The success of the lirst 
shipment inspired its managing agents 
to loiid nnotlier of their lloet, the 
Quito. A full cargo for this boat was 
ciniciily .feocured, and It has beenideter- 
mined 't6.;OBepate a regular .mdhthly; 
service. •■ ■ " 

The five ships which have been nl- 
re;idy chartered for this service are 
larger cargo carries and the capacity 
of the line as a wliole will be much 
geater than that of the Oceanic line, 
which formerly ppjecated,.j,three , ships 
between th6 Paclflc'.c6a8t^and Austra- 
lia. The rates put In effect by fhd new 
line are approximately the same a.s 
those of the Oceanic line, and arc? such 
that American competition in Austra- 
lia and Now Zealand with other foreign 
countries, notably l':nglaiul, is possible. 

That the establishment of the new 
line has been met with favor by the 
shippers of the Pacilic coast, is evi- 
denced by the heavy bookings of 
freight for the first boats put on the 
run. The Aeon,, the first boat, carried 
a cargo of over 5,000 tons of freight, 
valued at more than $000,000. This 
cargo consisted of dried apricots, rais- 
ins, apples, canned fruit and salmon, 
and otlii^r products of the Pacific coast, 
and also a quantity of agricultural and 
industrial machinery. Tlie second 
boat, the Quito,', is not scheduled to 
sail until November 23, but is already 
b.iokod for more freight than she can 
load. The other boats, and their sail- 
ing dates, are as follows: Boveric, 
December 30, F.ororic, January 18;'

There were tl-.reo men on the Mour 
the when she h ft .Noumea and one 
of these met his death in a tragic man- 
ner< It- appears that when the heavy 
weather set In, Captain Chanlel, of 
the St. Louis, signalled to the men 
on the Meurthe that he wanted to 
slacken the hawser. While this wtis 
being carried out, a sailor of the 
iMeurtho named Caporn, took fright 
and fainting, fell foul of the cable, 
wliich struck him and caused his 
death. 

The St. Louis ran Into a lerrilic gale 
and the result of tho ImlYeting was 
that the old warsliip o))eued and had 
to be abaiuloned. 

It wa.-; a iicrilous trip from tho 
Meurf.i.' to tho St. Louis in an open 
float, but that this was safely negotiat- 
ed bv the men on the .Meurthe, and 
shorllv after da.\iiglit on (October 2 
the war.^hiji was left rolling rail.s under 
— a derelict In inid-oce.tu. 

it wa.^ not expecKKl tliat t!ic I'rench 
steamer would ever again bo seen 
abovo water, but "from Lord, Howo 
Island, news was received that aevcn 
davs after tho vessel was abandoned 
she drifted ashore tliore, and the is- 
iander.s have laid claim to the wreck 
,".K .'uilvnge. 'I'hc re.-ililents not know- 
ini,' tin; v-ssei was abandoned, were 
grcatl\- c:;.?!icd when they saw her 
driftiHi; on the i.'.land. 

■i'nlllng of the incident. Mr. ^\■ater- 
lioii;;c- of Lord Hov.'e i.-^land, said;

Jn LSf".") the brU' X'-no. coal- 
lud'-n, from Newcaslh" to Now Zc.i- 
land, foiitiderod; all lianda aavud. On' 



October 19, 190;i, Ovnlau took fire, and 
passengers and crow were landed. 
On January 33,' 1907;''Anasona A#recked 
on Mlddleton reef; "crew of 20 landed 
on Lord Howe island froin the s(;hoon- 
er Stanley. January 25, 1907, . crew 
of L'O from abandoned bnrquo Maol- 
gwyii lundod. 

Already .some ,t;(;(tO or .C700 worth 
of salvage has been recovered from 
the wreck by tlie Lord Howo l.sland 
people, and this has been stored lui 
the island pending a settlement of 
their claim. It is utidcr.stood that tho 
Meurthe was insured for .,ifi3000-;when 
she loft Noumea. Thfs'i'.waa^Etslgalnst 
total loss only, and free iVf salvage 
charges.
